Remainder of EJ

The East Jordan City Commission 
voted last week to retain Capital Con- 
sultants for construction engineering 
services for the Main Street project.

During the meeting, the commis- 
sion also approved the purchase of 21 
new street lights for.

“By purchasing [the lights} direct, 


[the city] is saving approximately 
$20,000 on what was budgeted,” 
White said. The total cost of the lights 
is $31,728. The lights are similar in 
style to the street lights already in- 
stalled on the completed portion of 
Main Street. 


IN OTHER BUSINESS, citizen 
Clair Batterbee brought concerns 
about water to his home on Echo 
Street to the commission, stating that 
his water had an offensive odor, 
Commissioner Bernard Hammond 
said that he was aware of other areas 
in the city with the same problem, 
including his own home.

Putting on a major community event takes many 
people putting in many hours of hard work, as Dawn 
Johnson found out when she began organizing Lady 
Biker Day.

Following the ride, a barbeque will be held at the 
Peace Train Grill and Cafe in East Jordan, and enter- 
tainment such as karaoke, live bands, and highland danc- 
ers are planned for the rest of the day. 

Since the ride coincides with the East Jordan Side- 
walk Sales, the circus will be in town as well, so par- 
ticipants should have no problem finding something to 
do. 

However, there is a large amount of work involved 
in planning an event like this, and Johnson and her vol- 
unteers havé already put many hours into this project. 

Johnson first got the idea for Lady Biker Day in 
March, and since then she has been busy rounding up 
volunteers, publicizing, finding sponsors, planning, and 
gathering support from local businesses.

the internet, and has been in touch with lady biker 
clubs from all over the state to inform them about the 
ride. 

“When you ask her to do a project, you know it’s 
going to get done,” said Johnson appreciatively. 

Another person involved with Lady Biker Day is 
Bil] Ellman, another co-worker of Johnson’s, who has 
been riding for 14 years. 

Elman has worked closely with Johnson in de- 
signing the route for the poker run, making sure that 
the distance is comfortable for riders of all experi- 
ence levels while showcasing the natural beauty of 
northern Michgan. 

‘ Jeff Umbra, another co-worker of Johnson’s, is in 
charge of communications with local sheriffs depart- 
ments and emergency rescue crews to let them know 
about the ride so that if an accident should occur, the 
departments will be aware of the situation and will be 
able to help most effectively. 

Other volunteers are in place to help with registra- 
tion on the day of the event, as well as act as guides 
for the bikers during the ride. 

Johnson says her volunteers have been invaluable 
to her during the process of planning this event, and 
she is very grateful to them. 

She also says the East Jordan Chamber of Com- 
merce has helped tremendously by taking phone calls 
about the event and answering questions for people, 
as well as giving Johnson advice about finding spon- 
sors and gaining businesses’ support.
